Blankets should be stored in dark, cool 
places. They should be placed rubber-to 
rubber. Although synthetic rubber ts not 
nearly as much affected by heat and light 
is natural rubber, and aithough protective 
materials called antioxidants are incor 
porated in every rubber compound, blan 
kets exposed to light or heat eventually 
will become glazy and slick and lose their 
ink receptivit 

Phe most important feature of maint 
nance of a blanket is the washup opera 
tion. As a daily wash, preferably petro 

m distillates boiling berween 190 and 
65 degrees F. should be used. Slow evay 
orating solvents such as kerosene are very 
harmful and should be avoided. They stay 
in the blankets long enough to cause 
swelling, embossing or a mushy print 

The lithographer should stay away 
from coal tar solvents, ketones, esters, an 
chlorinated solvents, and especially tur 
pentine and pine oil, The latter two will 
enhance oxidation of the blankets, and 
tackiness and subsequent glaze will result 
The wash should be kept from the edges 
{ the blankets as much as possible. If it 
is permitted to seep under the blanket, 

paration of the layers and plies may take 
ice at the edges 
Occasionally, it will be necessary to re 
rt to more drastic Means to recondition 
i blanket on which inks have been per 
itted to dry and a glaze has developed 
This glaze may also be due to dried var 
mxidation, to dried gum, or t

The large sizes you want to use for dis- 
play achieve their effect quite as well 
as if they were in black and without 
being at all blatant. Besides, there are 
the advantages in effect and attractive- 
ness that color provides. A number of 
items deserve citation, but you'll realize 
space permits touching only highlights, 
particularly ideas other readers can 
use. You can depend on seeing some of 
your items in an early issue; showing 
work in the issue it is reviewed in has 
not worked out practically. We must, 
however, mention the beautiful &'2- 
by 12'2-inch French-style folder, “St.
